COMMERCIAL STIMULANT. 


The Increase in the Production of the 
Yellow Metal Is a Harbinger 
of Geod Times. 


Bpecial to The Post-Dispatch. . 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 22.—In the 
forthcoming report of the Director of the 
Mint, R. E. Preston, much space will be 
devoted to the subject “The Flood of Gold,” 
which seems to be sweeping over the gold 
producing countries of the wirld. 

He was asked: “Will the increase in the 


production of gold stimulafe business in By 


this country?’ 

“Most assuredly,” he answered. “‘When 
there is an abundance of money in circula- 
tion prosperity prevatis. The more money 
we have the more we spend. That is the 
common practice as it applies to the aver- 
age person throughout the world. If the 
United States has an increase in the pro- 
duction of gold, the result will be that there 
will be an increase in the volume of invest- 
inents. The more gold-we have the more 
valuable become our securities, and foreign 
invéstors will not be slow in seeking in- 
vestments for their capital. The same con- 
ditions apply to the world at large, so that 
I sincerely believe that we are about to ex- 

erfence a ‘flood‘of gold’ that will improve 

usiness and help to solve the financial 
problem.’”’ 

Here Mr. Preston took from his desk 
an extract from his forthcoming report, 
which shows the gold production of the 
world for the past year. In round numbers 
the total was $180,000,000. Of that amount 
the United States produced $39,500,000, while 
the provinces of Great Britain, including 
Australasia, South Africa, India, British 
Guiana and the Pominion of Canada, . pro- 
duced $89,368,000 

“How will this increase In the production 
of gold benefit or stimulate the financial 
and commercial situation?”’ 

“Tt must necessarily work an improve- 
ment in business circles, for as soon as it is 
known that American gold mines are pan- 
ning out well the foreign investors will come 
back to this country with their surplus 
capital. Gold has a fixed value all tie 
world over, and the miners know and in- 
vestors know what th can get for it 
whenever they preseat it at the mints. 
This improved condition in the gold product 
will, in my judgment, materially assist 
4n the settlement of the financial question. 
Why, out in Colorado the people are quite 
indifferent about silver now that they are 
having so much success with gold. It is 
not profitable to mine silver as compared 
with gold, for the value of the former met- 
al fluctuates, while the price of gold re- 
mains fixed, and the minérs know just what 
they are. going to receive for the precious 
metal contained in the ore.’’ 

“Then you believe that this healthy in- 
crease in the product of the American 
gold mines will stimulate business gener- 
ally ?’’ 

Tt will certainly assist materially in 
the prosperity that is returning to us, and 
if we find a basis for our financial transac- 
tions and@ let the country know just whaf 
our policy is to be, we will be all right. We 
will see the United States standing second 
instead of third or fourth in the list of gold 
producing countries. We have greater re- 
sources in this country and better facili- 
ties for mining. The outlook for all of our 
gold producing States is therefore brighter 
than it has been in the past.”’

Though It Has Fallen Off the Num- 
ber of Miners Has Increased. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 22.—The statis- 
tics of the mining regions, which will be

Department of Internal Affairs, show the 
production of coal for 1894 in the anthra- 
cite and bituminous districts of Pennsyl- 
vaia to have been. 85,306,379 tons, a decrease 
of 5,295,072 tons from the production of 1893. 
The production of anthracite coal was 45,- 
506,179 tons. The bituminous production was 
39,800,210 tons, as against 43,421,989 tons in 
1893, a reduction of 3,621,179 tons.

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The Court of Appeals Won't Order 


the School Election. 
IT HAS NO JURISDICTION. 


The Petitioners "Advised to Go te the 
Supreme Court as the Only Com- 
petent Tribunal. 


In the proceedings for a writ of man- 
damus against the St. Louis School Board, 
compelling the holding of an election of di- 
rectors, the Court of Appeals Tuesday 
unanimously ed to issue the writ, on 
the ground of no-jurisdiction. Application 
will now be made to the Supreme Court, 
The full text of the decision is as follows: 


“We are petitioned by a number of citi- 
zens to issue a writ of madamus against the 
d of President and Directors of the 


he 
The question presented is 
public importance, in thé s 
of which every ci of th 
is deeply interested, and one involving alike 
the duties of the board and the duties the 
Electoral Commission. The petition pre- 
sented makes a prima facie case for the 
issue of the writ. If noswithetending all 
these facts we unanimously decline to issue 
the writ, it is due from us to the citizens of 
this city that we state our reasons for so 


doing. 

“7 his court is invested by the Constitution 
with the power to eue original remedial 
writs, but its power to @ such writs is 
limited to cases in which it would have ap- 
pellate jurisdiction. This court has no ap- 
pellate jurisdiction of cases involving the 
construction of the Constitution of ~ the 
United States or of this State, or the title to 
any office in this State, or cases in which 
any State officer is a party. Under the con- 
struction put by the Supreme court upon 
this limitation, the question of jurisdiction 
of this court may in proceedings 
originating before it at any stage of the 
proceedings, and upon the question being 
thus raised, it at once becomes the duty of 
this cour? to transmit the record to the 
Supreme court for the determination of the 
question. Under the construction placed by 
the Supreme court on these provisions it is 
not for this court, even in the first instance, 
to determine whether the question of juris- 
diction thus raised is a mere sham, or was 
inferposed for the mere purposes of delay, 
and thus the successful interposition of the 
jurisdictional objection is practically limited 
only by the conscience of counsel appearing 
in the case. 

“These holdings of the Supreme Court 
have naturally led to this result. In many 
cases of original remedial writs issued by 
this court all parties to the record went to 
trial before it without challenging its juris- 
diction in any manner.. But when_ this 
court, after the labor of days, concluded 
its investigation and pronounced judgment, 
the defeated party at. once discovered that 
the case involved some proposition of whic 
we had no jurisdiction, and requested us 
to transfer the couge to ene Srerome Cons 
and upon our failure to do 80 we Wwe 
enjoined from further proceeding in the 
cause, by writ of prohibition even after 
judgment. This deplorable uncertainty 
touching the border line between the juris- 
diction of the two courts, has led the 
Legislature at its last regular session to 
recommend to the pre a constitutional 
amendment designed to remedy the exist- 


ing e 

fer Dur own protection and that of the 
unw litigant, we adopted the following 
rule: © original remedial writs, excepting 
such as are in aid of the appellate jurisdic- 
tion of this caurt, and excepting also writs. 
of habeas corpus and prohibition, will here- 
after be issued by this court or any of the 
judges thereof, except in cases where the 
application for such writs cannot be ef- 
fectually presented to the Circuit court or to 
the Supreme court or some judge thereof. 

“As original remedial writs, with the ex- 
ception of the writ of habeas corpus, are not 
writs of right, the propriety of adopting this 
rule under the circumstances above stated 
will not be gainsayed. 

“We are assured by the counsel for re- 
lators in this case that no jurisdictional 
question is likely to be raised therein chal- 
lenging the jurisdiction ef this court. It will 
suffice to say in reply that as jurisdiction of 
the subject matter cannot be waived, an as- 
surance of that kind can be of little weight 
even as affecting the party making it, and 
of still less weight as affecting the opposite 
party, who is not even morally bound by It. 
But we are prepared to advance more sub- 
stantial reasons for not entertaining the 
writ. The respondent’s refusal to hold the 
election can in the nature of things be 
predicated only on the grounds that either 
the Legislature has made no sufficient pro- 
vision to enable the citizens of St. Louis 
to vote at the contemplated election, and 
hence impliedly postponed the election, or 
if the law contemplated holding of such an 
election, it is in derogation ofe@he citizen’s 
franchise as an elector, as defined by the 
second section of the eighth article of the 
Constitution. Hence we could not decide 
the question presented in favor of relators 
without construing that section of the Cons- 
titution. And thus eyen ff a constitutional 
objection to our jurisdiction- were not in- 
terposed, a decision in favor of relators 
would necessarily involve a construction of 
the constitution of the State, and a deci- 
sion in favor of the adverse party might in- 
-volve it. 

‘‘The questions involved are of sufficient 
importance to apply for their solution at 
once to the Supreme Court, which court 
alone is in a position to make a final and 
authoritative decision. It is, therefore, with- 
in the meaning of our rule not a case where 
the application- cannot be effectually pre- 
sented to that court, but one which can 
effectually only be presented there. Being 
satisfied that the appa ion, even if enter- 
tained ‘by us, would lead only to the pro- 
cragtination of the final deciston of the 
question, we must decline to issue the writ.”

Curtly Cut Off in an Interview 
With the Premier. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—The London cor- 
respondent of a morning paper cables that 
at an interview at which Ambassador Bay-

Michael Montrose Whitty, or “‘Mike,”* as 
he was most familiarly known around the 
Merchants’ Exchange, of which he was a 
prominent member, began his business ca- 
reer in St. Louis early in the seventies, and 
was connected with a well-known commis- 
sion company in a subordinate capacity. He 
was then a short, chunky Irishman, with 
all the characteristics of his race—dark 
hair, red moustach and blue eyes. He was 
a typical son of Erin, and withal good look- 
ing, witty and pepysr. 

It was something like seventeen years ago 
when he first created a furor in trade cir- 
cles. He engaged in business with a man 
named Gibbons, and Gibbons & Whitty en- 
gineered a successful corner on oats, which 
netted the young firm the nandsome sum 
of $40,000. his success turned their heads, 
and as thousands have done before they 


within a year after their first success the 
firm of Gibbons & Whitty was penniless, 
and was forced to retire from the arena. 

Afterward Mike engaged in the brokerage 
business, and experienced many ups and

SMOKE ABATEMEN?, 


New Line of Vigorous Prosecution 
Mapped Out. | 


The city authorities, at the request of the 
Smoke Abatement Ass@etation, have re. 
duced the time limit for smoke prosecutions 
and in future the owners of smoke stacks 
which emit smoke for ten minutes in one 


hundred will be breught into court under 
the city ordinances. These ordinances give | 
no time limit but make the emission of dense 
black or thick gray smoke at any time a 
misdemeanor. 

In order to avoid interfering with com- 
merce and manufacturing it was at first 
decided to prosecute only in cases where 
the smoke lasted. more than thirty minutes 
out of a hundred. This was subsequently 
reduced to 20 per cent of time, and now that 
the law has n in effect two years and 
ample time has been given to make ar- 
rangements for abating; the limit has been 
still further reduced to 19 per cent.
